The situation is about the 
same, or worse, generally with 
the industry down to almost 
two-thirds of capacity and about 
25 percent below the output of 
a year ago. This means that the 
the steel payroll is down by at 
Jeast that much. 

Speaking before the Pennsyl- 
vania CIO’ convention in Pitts- 
burgh, last week, McDonald 
said: 

“In the month of January, for 

example, when steel production 
was still only 16 percent below 
the average 1953 monthly out- 
put, those working averaged 
only 35.7 hours a week in com- 
parison with 40.7 hours a week 
in January, 1953. 
- “Jf full employment cannot 
be provided on an eight-hour 
hour basis then labor must con- 
sider seriously instituting a six- 
hour work week with adequate 
compensation.” 

McDonald now says that 
“where private industry fails, 
fedéral, state and local govern- 
ments must. enter into the 
breech.” The convention passed 
a resolution to that effect. 


McDONALD, _ nevertheless, 
still reflects the confusion he 
sounded off last October. In his 
speech last week he rebuked the 
employers for not “hustling” 
business. He said, “Go out and 
hustle for business—there is busi- 
ness there, but you have to dig it

out.” He also criticized the em- 
ployers for “allowing _ their 
plants to become obsolete” and 
thereby not “efficient” enough 


for the
